WATCHING THE BLACK REPUBLIC. 


Uncle Sam May Be Called Upon to Enforce 
the Monroe Doctrine, 

Wasurnaeton, D.C., June 20.—No official 
information has been received here of the 
mooted intervention of European powers in 
Haytien affairs. The fact cannot be dis- 
guised that the situation in the disturbed ré- 
public is bemg watched with apprehension by 
our own government, but there is still a strong 
belief that the Haytiens will be able to re- 
store order without outside interference. As 
to the attitude of the United States Govern- 
ment toward the reported contemplated con- 
certed action of European nations nothing 
can be predicted until it is definitely known 
what shape this action will assume. It is rec- 
ognized as a fact here that a “strong” gov- 
ernment is about the only government that 
can maintain order in the small semi-tropical 
republic, and that unless the ruler adopts the 
most vigorous repressive measures his tenure 
of office and the reign of internal peace are 
apt to be of short duration. 

Consequently the Government of the United 
States is not likely to view with unmixed sat- 
isfaction the interference of European powers 
in the domestic affairs of our small sister re- 

publics, even when the conduct of their rulers 
tS repugnant to ita own ideas of fair deal- 
ings comity. But if it should be true that

The increase of assessments by the Equalisa- 
tion Board would have no effect on the amount 


of taxes to be collected this year, and it is doubt-: 


ful if any increase by the board would help us 
out with our local taxes, for the reason that the 
city appropriation bill is passed long before the 
boara meets. If we get any relief from the in- 
creased assessments it will have to come from 
our local assessors. 

It is quite trué that dn increase in the as- 
sessment would have no effect on the taxes of 
1891, which have been levied on the basis of 
last year’s valuation, but a higher assessment 


will enable the city to appropriate more 


money in 1892 and 1893, the two years to which 
the 3-mill tax bill would have applied. It was 

not expected that tax should apply to this 
year. 

The advantage of the plan of raising the as- 
sessment is that it can be done without any 
difficulty. The State Board will be delighted 
to accommodate the city in that way. It may 
not be so easy a matter, however, to induce 
the Council to put up the license rates, 
especially on saloons. The latter ought to be 
raised a hundred dollars each, which would 
yield $450,000 without its costing a cent extra 
for collection, and the money would go 
directly into the treasury every four months. 
This is ‘the simplest and best way of getting 
the money needed for putting the city in or- 
der. It will be paid out mostly to laboring 


men, who are unfortunately among the best |, 


customers of the saloons and who will get back 
in this way some of the wages they have 
squandered in them for liquor. This addi- 
tional license charge on saloons will not raise 
the price of liquoror lessen the size of a 
drink. The only question is whether the 
dramshop influence in the Council. will per- 
mit this action to be taken. Are the majority 
of the Aldermen more under the influence of 
the saloons than of the citizens? 

If the necessary cash is fo be raised by 
licenses the bulk of it will have to come from 
the liquor shops. Comparativély little can be 
secured from other sources. Some could be 
obtained by heavier licenses on wagons with 
narrow-tired wheels. This tax would have 
two good results. It would bring in a little 
money and at the same time save the people 
expense by inducing tegmsters to put wide 
tires on their wheels, and thus lessen-the wear, 
and tear of pavements, which are badly cut 
up and whose 'li#fe is shortened by the narrow 
tires. A ten or twenty dollar license for these 
destructive teams would do a great deal of 
good to the streets, saving large sums for 
repairs and replacements. Butan extra $100 
on each saloon.is the easiest way to get the 
needed money ;.after that an increase of the 
assessment by the State Board offers the only 
method of getting it. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN. 

The Earl of Meath has contributed to the 
current number of the North American Re- 
view an article upon “Compulsory Physical 
Education,” a question in which he is inter- 
ested personally, and to promote which he has 
introduced a bill in the House of Lords. The 
basis upohi which he constructs his argument 
is that the conditions of city life are not fa- 
vorable to the physical development of the 
race, first, begause city occupations re- 
quire less physical strength than those 
of agriculture; and second, because, bde- 
ing largely sedentary in character, 
there are few opportufiities for exercise. The 
want of exercise, he thinks, is not confined to 
the rich. Even'working people are exposed 
to the same need by reason of street and 
steam railroads, cheap transportation, and the 
extent to which machinery supplies opportu- 
nities for avoiding those tasks which formerly 
had to be performed ty thelimbs. The re- 
sult of this lack of exercise is shown in the 
physical condition of children of working 
people in the cities, which is still further de- 
generating under the influences of insufficient 
ventilation, unwholesome food, unhealthy 
sleeping places, narrow streets, and squalid 
surroundings. The physique of the masses in 
cities is declining, and the @énser and poorer 
the neighborhood the lower the physique of 

To overcome this tendency the author in- 
troduced a bill in the House of Lofds to make 
physical education compulsory in towns of 
over 15,000 people, which, though it did aot 
pass, induiced the Loridon School Board to 
take up the question of promoting physical 
exercise among the pupils of the national 
schools, and not only te encourage thie mili- 
tary drill but to adopt regular gymnastic ex- 
ercise, and if possible to combine them, since 
statistics show that such exercise tends to 
strengthen in equal degrée every muscie in 
the human body. In this connection the 
writer brings out the interesting point that 
Great Britain is the only great European State 
which does not insist upon its school authori- 
ties caring for the bodies as well as the brains 
of its children.

cept the inevitable outcome of physical dete- 
rioration which neglect will entail. 


THE NEW SCHOOL BOARD. 

There must be some mistake in the report 
that Mayor Washburne intends to make nom- 
inations for members of the Board of Educa- 
tion at the meeting of the City Council tomor- 
row (Monday) evening. The new law in- 
creasing the membership of the board to 
twenty-one, and which thus gives the Mayor 
the power to appoint six additional members, 
does not go into effect until the ist of July, 
and was only approved by the Governor yes- 
terday. Thé charter, moreover, provides that 
the successors of the members whose terms 
expire are tobe chosen on or after the first 
Monday of July. That will betwo weeks from 
tomorrow. It is probable that the Mayor will 
withhold the names of the six new members 
and of the five members to succeed those 
whose terms are about to expire for two 
weeks. That willdo no harm, It will give 
him more time for scrutiny and consideration 
of the numerous candidates, 

It is of the utmost importance to the schools 
and to the city that none but first-class men 
shall be selected. Z2he Mayor is pledged to 
make such selections, The following para- 
graph of the platform on which Mr. Wash- 
burne was elected will be useful for reference 
at this time: 

15. We urge a generous support of the public 
schools, primary, grammar, and high, and the bet- 
ter development of ‘the manual training system 
established during a former Republican adminis- 
tration. Our public schools should only be con- 
trolied by educated men of high character and 
sound discretion, by-public-pirited citizens who 
— hearty sympathy with the American school 
system. ! 

Many of those who are seeking membership 
in the School Board are not “educated men ”’ 
in the sense in which thaf phrase is here used. 
They are not of “high character.” Ié is quite 
doubtfui whether they are “in sympathy with 
the American public school system.”’ This 


being the case Mayor*Washburne is in duty. 


bound to ignore their claims. 

He has now the opportunity to reorganize 
the School Board in accordance with the ele- 
vated and dignified tone of his platform. 
Next Monday he will have the opportunity to 
name a majority of the members. This is a 
greater power than has been intrusted to any 
Mayor since the power of appointment was 
taken out of the hands of the Aldermen in 
1872. Will Mayor Washburne rise to the 
height of the occasion and make his School 
Board the peer of that‘appointed in July nine- 
teen years ago? ,

There have been ‘several new watercolors 
and three oil paintings received at Thurber’s dur- 
ing the week. Of the water-colors four are from 
the facile hand of Maratta.

An art exhibition of a peculiarly interesting 
character recently. held in Japan is described in a 
late number of the Collector. It consists of the 
works of Watambi. Kazan and was intended to 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of his death. 
Watambi lived in the days when the policy of se- 
clusion was strong in his country. Some paint- 
ings by occidental artists came accidentally to be 
seen by him, and, discovering in them some points 
of superiority, he allowed what was considered 


to be a foreign taint to enter into his work. . This | 


was deemed disloyal and he was condemned to 
commit suicide by disemboweling. 

Fortunately the pictures were not destroyed but 
were acquired bya rich «collector, who, with a 
view of commemorating the artist’s sad end, 
opened his collection to the public. Priests 
chanted litanies for the repose of the soul of the 
departed artist, and near the altar was displayed 
the sword with which the terrible sentence was 
executed, and a confession writen by Watambi 
shortly before his death. A massive tomb was 
erected in the temple grounds and the epitaph, 
“To disloyal, unfilial Watambi,” inscribed upon’ 
it. Theidea of the latter was evidently to con- 
trast the official charges of fifty years ago which 
led to his death and the undying fame of the, 
artist.

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SCANDAL OVER STURM’S MEXIC AN CLAIM, 
William Henderson Stirs Up a Tempest by 
Treatening Certain Revelations. 

InpranaPouis, Ind., June 20,—[Special.}— 
Additional disclosures in the scandal growing 
out of the unsatisfactory settlement of the 
Sturm claim against the Mexican Government 
are matie public today. The threat of Will- 
iam Henderson, one of Sturm’s backers and 
creditors, to bring to the attention of the 
Mezican Government the statement of Gen. 
Sturm that it had been necessary for him to 
pay members of the Mexican Congress and 
other officials $100,000 for their influence in 
securing the payment of the claim brought 
letters today from some of the accused per- 
sons. 

Francis D. Macin, the private secretary of 
the Treasurer of Mexico when’ the claim was 
allowed, indignantly denies the charge that he 


| was paid for his assistance to Sturm, and 


disputes the right. of Henderson to bring to 
the attention of the Mexican Government what 
was a private affair between Henderson and 
Sturm. Col. Manuel E. Garfios aiso writes a 
private letter defending Sturm anc denounc- 
cing Henderson, saying that if the. latter 
makes public his charge he will make public 
what Henderson said m Mexico about his 
influence with eminent officials of the United 
States, and a false intimation that one of 
them was interested in Sturm’s claim. Hen- 
derson is a Democrat, a brother-in-law of 
Vice-President Hendricks, and has never, so 
far as is known, been in close relation with 
the President or Mr. Blaine. Col. Garfios 
says in his letter: ‘*‘ Henderson may possibly 
create some excitement by publishing confi- 
dential letters written to him and Gen. Coburn 
by Gen. Sturm, but he will not succeed in his 
attempt to injure Gen. Sturm with my gov- 
ernment.’’ It is stated that the letter is under- 
stood to have been inspired and mdorsed by 
the Mexican Government.

Cause of the Delay in Testing Baltimore’s 
New Steamship Explained, 

Bartmorg, Md., June 20.—([Special. ]—De- 
lay in making a trial trip of the new and pe- 
culiar-shaped steamer Howard Cassard, which 
the inventor and owners claim isto revolu- 
tionize ocean travel and greatly lessen the 
time in crossing the Atlantic, has caused con- 
siderable talk in shipping circles, and old 
engineers and captains of trans-Atlantic 
liners are indoubt as to the success of the 
queer-looking craft.

“* The machinery in this steamer is unlike 
that in the ordinary ocean steamer. The ma- 
chinery and the hull of the ship are construct- 
ed. together. The machinery is peculiarly 
fine. Not an opening the width of a finger- 
nail can be found in any part of it. In an 
ordinary vessel a difference of a fraction of an 
inch in parts of the machinery can be reme- 
died by the driving in of a wedge key or in 
some other manner, but in this vessel every 
piece of machinery must work as close and as 
true as the works in a chronometer watch.

E. Gump, general manager of the Writing 
Telegraph company of Chicago, who says it 
is @ perfected “ writing telegraph instru- 
ment.’’ The machine was originally invented 
by Edward Alfred Cowper of England, and 
was purchased from him by the company 
represented by Mr. Gump. It was not per- 
fect, but J, Hart Robertson and Harry Ethe- 
ridge, electricians in the employment of the 
company, have added to and changed its 
features until all difficulties have been over- 


come. 
*We have a perfected telegraph writing 


machine,” sdid Mr. Gump yesterday, “ and 
now we propose to put ifto use. I was just 
passing through Chicago, but I thought that I 
would experiment alittle and test the ma- 
chine between here and New York, and I will 
do it tomorrow if the weather is favorable. I 
know tho instrument can do ite work despite 
the weather by using the heavy wires known 
to telegraphers as ‘special wires,’ but I want 
to use a simple commercial wire. The test 
has already been made with success between 
New York and Pittsburg—a distance of 468 
milése—on an ordinary wire and with a 100- 
volt dynamo. We were able to write thirty 
words a minute, and the reproduction was 
exact.”’ ? 
Principle of the Invention. 

The principle of the machine exhibited by 
Mr. sage issimple. It consists in the repro- 
duction of notion by electricity. The work- 
ing parts of the machine are p in a case 
twelve inches square and eight inches high. 
On top of the case a pa tape, similar to 

used in tickers, is fed from clock-work 
machinery. A fountain pen reaches down 
and rests on the paper.

‘ee from the pest; only a few isolated trees 

different parts of the city wefe attacked, 
while in the adjacent districts, esvecially on 
Long Island and Westchester County, the 
elms suffered to a great extent. Within the 
last three or four years, however, the beetle 
has spread over the entire City of New York, 
and last year and the year before considerable 
damage was done to our elins, 

The writer has been often asked by garden- 
ers, cultivators, and others concerning pre- 
ventives and methods against the ravages of 
this insect. Before entering into the subject 
any further a brief summary of the life hi 
wort ot the beetle will be useful. 

perfect insect, or imago, is a beetle ofa 
nor thy gn color, with a black persne sep- 
ara wo wing-cases, a black stripe 
on cach side, On the thorax are three black 
~ and one on.the front part of the head. 
The under side is black and thé legs are yel- 
low. The length is about a third of an inch. 


‘The eggs are laid in clussers, deposited in an 


u nig position on the under surfaco of the 
elm leaves, each cluster consisting generally 
of twoor three more or less irregular rows. 
The eggs aro «firmly fasten tothe 
leaf, and can be detached only with great 
care, without breaking the thin shell. The 
eggs in each cluster vary from four to twenty 
or more, They are of a straw yellow color, 
oblong, oval, and obtusely, but not abruptly 
pointed at the top; the surface is opaque and 
beautifully reticulated; eacn mesh forming a 
regular hexagon, as can be seen under the 
lens. The duration of the egg state is about 
one week, when the young worms make their 
appearance and immediately , begin to feed 
upon the soft, pulpy substance of the leaves, 
at first making small blotches, but eventually, 
as they invrease in sige, they skeletonize the 
leaves, which become brown and fiualiy 
drop off. The worms are injurious from May 
until August. 
_ They are elongated and almost cylindrical 
in shape and of a dirty greenish-yellow color 
with two black stri and other markings of 
the same color. y are about two-fifths of 
an inch “eg After feeding for about two 
weeks, until fully grown, the worms descend 
to the ground and are transformed into the 
pupa or chrysalis, casting. their skins at the 
foet of the ery Bypers stones, pieces of wood, 
in crevices of sidewalk, or whatever shel- 
ter is near. The chrysalis is of a bright yel 
low, somewhat ‘oval in shape, and the back 
much rounded. After remaining dormant in 
this state for about six days the back of the 
chrysalie splits open and the perfect beetle 
emerges to lay eggs for a future generation. . 
The most effectual protection against the 
elm beetle is by spraying the tree with a 
mixture of one-half pound of. London purple 
and three pounds of flour to fifty gallons of 
water. The object of the flour is to render 
the liquid more adhesive, so that it does not 
so readily wash off from the leaves and twigs. 
The ay ong is washed through a sieve, so that 
it may be finely divided in the water, without 
appearing in lumps. To this mixture about 
one-half gallon of common kerosene emul- 
sion may be added. The emulsion ¢is 
made by dissolving one-half of a pound 
of whale-cil soap in one gallon 
of hot water and two parts of kerosene 
added, The results of an application of this 
mixture are quickly noticeable. The young 
worms succumb almost immediately. A point 
that is to be observed is the time applica- 
tion. This should be just after the eggs are 
hatched and befdre the worms become half 
grown. If sprayed too early a few beetles 
will be destro which will be replaced b 
later arrivals, and little good is done. If 
sprayed too late the advanced worms will be 
ready to form their chrysalis and.-will not be 
affected. It is advisable to avoid wetting the 
trees more — is eoeneners. a Agee 
@ spray, and consequent coa o 
poison, the better the results.’ The 
poison may be applied by means 
of a ee connected with a hose of con- 
siderable le , with a nozzle attached to the 
end. This should be fastened to a bamboo 
le about ten long, and by this means 
rees can be sprayed from the ground to the 
height of about twenty or more feet, and if a 
ladder is used all of the largest trees 
may be reached, mode of pupation of 
the insect under the trée, on the surface of the 
ground, enables one to kill vast. numbers of 
chrysalides and transforming worms by pour- 
ing hot water over them.
